(later) In a country of about three million square miles, and 200 
million people, John Boardman walked along one street 2% miles long and '* 
felt able to pronounce that a "huge and desperate mass of poor" live un- 
der the "thin crust" of the middle class and rich. What a scientist?, 1 ? 

A.s any demographic survey would show you, real income among Ameri- 
cans has boon increasing for 3° years, and that the rate of crime has 
risen with the living standards, and gets worse the greater the afflu- 
ence. ' • - 

The Maritimes arc' the poorest place in Canada, but the violence 
erupts in Quebec and the cities further west. Kirkland Lake is "de- 
* pressed", l6fo unemployed, " high prices, etc. - birt no violence not con- 
nected with alcohol. 

No wonder you object to psychology* 

[I still stand by my statement, in my review of The Proud Tower in 
#219, that the basic social system has not changed since the time of 
which Tuchman wrote. We. still have a small class of people rich beyond 
the measure of either need or comprehension, and a vast 'mass of the mis- 
erably poor. The fact" that most GRAUSTARK ' readers belong to a middle 
.class not in cither category should not leati us to get an unrepresenta- 
tive view of society. After all, the poor have no time for war games, 
and the rich can got the same thing out of real wars. If the; rate of 
crime rises with living standards, it is because crime is caused by po- 
verty^ and as riches rise poverty also rises. In fact, these huge accu- 
mulations of individual and corporate wealth are the direct cause of the 
existence of the sort of sprawling-urban-slum poverty characteristic of 
the industrial age. 

[I have difficulty believing that real income is in fact rising, 
when prices including the most basic price, that of money, are rising fas- 
ter. Nor are these circumstances limited to 2i miles of New York streets. 
Those same contrasts exist between Beverly Hills and Central Avenue in 
Los Angeles, the Gold Coast and the West Side in Chicago, the Northwest 
and the Northeast In Washington.], 

MIKE AITA (1 Oct.): I must comment on your predictions. I had 
heard that midi manufacturers are all ready losing money. 

In your predictions about lasers, I assume you meant using a laser 
as a "ray gun". [Yes. I have heard this rumor from two or three differ- 
ent sources. It seems to be fairly widely believed that the government 
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is sinking a good deal of money into a plan to shoot down ICBM's this 
way. The guidance system* based on orienting the missiles by Polaris* 
was once described to -me in great detail by a half-drunk engineer*] The 
' other military ai^plications - tracking* ranging, target illumination, and 
guidance are already in use# 

I have had. some experience using high powered lasers including the 
"largest CW YAG in the world, CO2 lasers, the largest CW king - 30 kilo- 
watts reported - are in the far infrared. At the CO2 wavelength 10.6 mi- 
crons, "metals are highly reflective. Such a laser probably has a large 
beam divergence, making long -range concentration of energy difficult* 

The largest YAG 1,100 watts is not powerful enough for long range 
destruction and is only 2% efficient* As you might expect it is also 
large and unwieldy 0 

High energy pulsed lasers also tend to be inefficient. 

Thus without even bothering to make any calculations, it is clear 
that even if a sufficiently powerful laser could be constructed, it would 
be too unwieldy, and would of course only be a lino of sight device, 

' The only solution might be a new lasing medium. But this I think 
would be difficult to keep secret. 

Without wishing to appear as an apologist for the Defense Department 
I doubt that such contracts will be let, 

I expect to be interviewing with several laser companies shortly. 
If I hear anything further on this subject I'll' lot you know. 

[My prophecy in #221 stated that the Department of defense would be 
accused of secretly letting such contracts. These accusations I expect 
to grow out of such rumors as I cited, and I could not say at this point 
whether there will be anything to them* But mere citation of the techni- 
cal difficulties in shooting down missiles with lasers would not stop such 
research being undertaken. If arguments of this sort carried any weight 
in Washington, the ABM bill would never have come close to passage. But 
it is an article of faith among anti-Communists that the USSR is going to 
fall on us with a "nuclear Pearl Harbor", and so such a laser scheme 
would bo likely of approval and highly profitable to the people in the" 
anti-Communism business* 3

I* game smaster three very time consuming game's of Galaxy, which re- 
quire no end of work on my part. I would estimate that it's probably the 
"equivalent of gamesmastering six to seven games of Diplomacy (though, na- 
turally, this does not include the extras that a magazine like GRAUSTARK 
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contains) at a very regular schedule. There have been many many times 
when I wanted to simply "blow off the whole thing and stick to my work here 
but I was more or less forced to continue when I consider how much I dis- 
like it when people cop out on me. It's making me feel the great martyr* 
since for the first time since I started to do any mail game playing of 
Diplomacy, I am actually doing something, and I spend nearly 60 to 65 
hours a week on law school. Given all that, I think it's really astoni- 
shing that I am able to keep up. Somehow, I think it's that writing a 
letter instead of a brief is something like a temporary vacation, but at 
any rate, I made several players pay a fee, sometimes substantial from 
their point of view, to play my games. I think that the least a Games- 
master owes his players is to be true to that commitment. For the first 
time, I think that I am truly beginning to appreciate what regular edi- 
tors like you and McCallum go through. 

.But why does this happen? I wonder many times what some of the more 
experienced players think about this lethargy. All sorts of talk abounds 
about starting games up again- and there are all sorts of magazines that 
spring to life again for brief periods of time, and then quit again. I 
know it's been around for some time-? but I really have been antagonized 
by it in recent months* In Galaxy, I probably have most of the players 
wondering where I am, since they are often waiting while I run (or have 
run) other battles* You at least have thi advantage of having everyone 
know how regular yen are^You take physics for a career, and you'll be regu- 
lar too*] 

When I get out of Law School,, or perhaps into my third year* I might 
run a Diplomacy magazine Then I, the great bitcher'and the bane of many 
late editors, would be able to get myself yelled at.
